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20. (Previously Presented) Computer executable code stored on machine _ 
readablemerta for sizing the hardware resources for a yet-to-be built database management 
system, the computer executable code performing the steps of: 

providing one or more desired hardware utilization limits for the yet-to-be built database 

management system; 

obtaining one or more throughput workload requirements for the yet-to-be built database 

management system; and 

determining the hardware resources needed for the yet-to-be built database management 
system to satisfy the one or more throughput workload requirements while remaining within the 



1 0 desired hardware utilization limits. 
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
